strations in W ilson’s honor, it is be­ 
lieved they ultim ately will follow the 
example provided by Paris and com- 
„bine in one big celebration. 
T he government, of course, will pro­ 
vide the President with every official 
attention, but it is London’s millions 
who will furnish the real welcome. 
Wilson’s visit, lnriwever, 
will 
be 
much more than a holiday, since he 
will arrive in the midst of an increas­ 
ingly warm discussion regarding the 
Allies’ Russian policy. 
It is practical­ 
ly certain his counsel will be sought 
in this regard. 
It is almost equally 
certain he will be urged to define.in 
m ore detail his 
attitude 
concerning 
freedom cf the seas and enlarge on 
his plan for the league of nations. 
Beneath the surface of 
social 
a t­ 
tentions which will he showered 
on 
President and Mrs. Wilson 
in 
the 
form of parades, banquets, speeches, 
memorial and general felicitations, it 
is evident therefore much of the pre­ 
liminary work of the 
peace 
confer­ 
ence wilt be transacted here. 
Renewed interest in

ent rumors that a great Allied expe­ 
dition is planned for occupying I’etro- 
grnd and Russia, suppressing the Bol* 
sheviki governm ent and establishing 
order during tile present winter.

“ Bert, doesn t feel very well and will

Glenn, mailed October 20, in Belgium, 
saying: 
“I suppose you have heard 
from P ert lately.

This 
letter was printed in the Register De­ 
cem ber 5, the day
